Singer Really Got 
Her Start Selling 
Plots in Cemetery

NEW 
YORK 
(AP ) -Kaye 


Stevens, 
red-haired bombshell 


of the night clubs, had an ear- 
lier career as probably the na- 
tions most successful teen-age 
cemetery plot salesman. 


"I got used to money at a 


very early age," 
remarked the 


young singing comedienne. "I 
was just turning 7 when I won 
$7.50 in an amateur contest— 
and I gave it all to the church." 


When she was 14 her father, a 


Cleveland, 
Ohio, 
mechanic, 


died, and she had to go to work 
in earnest. Kaye, a self-taught 
singer who also plays bass 
drums and the guitar, soon was 
making $150 a week. 


But the girl is a hard worker. 


On graduating at 16 from high 
school, she wanted to find some- 
thing to occupy her days. She 
answered an ad requiring an 
"ability to meet people." 


"The 
job was selling ceme- 


tery plots, and I loved it," said 
Kaye. "I wore a black dress and 
black-rimmed glasses and made 
muself up to look a mature 22. 


"I made a minimum of §500 a 


week. Whatever you do, be good 
at it—that's my motto. 


"It lasted a yer and a half. 


Then I quit it for a job singing 
in Buffalo at SI25 a week. That 
doesn't seem like good business, 
but it was what 1 wajited to do. 
Besides, we had sold all (lie lots 
in that cemetery, and I'd have 
had to find another 
one." 


There followed several years 


in which she toured the country 
with a lounge trio and had a 


brief fling at the movies. 


Miss 
Stevens got her big 


break when she responded to an 
urgent call to replace ailing 
Debbie Reynolds in a Las Vegas 
spot. She chartered a small 
plane and flew through a storm 
to fill the engagement. 


The trip was so hurried that 


her hairdresser was still comb- 
ing out her long red hair when 
the spotlight came on and Kaye 
broke out with the notes of "Put 
on a Happy Face." 


Alerted to her race against 


time, the audience gave her a 
big hand—and as the show bus- 
iness saying goes, a star was 
born. 


Kaye now romps about the 


nation's 
night clubs, kissing 


some 500 bald men on the pate 
each year and gets up to $20,000 
a week for her singing chores. 


She puts the stamp of her own

WASHINGTON (AP) - Steer- 


ing steadfastly clear of amateur 
theology, 
the Beatles resume 


their American tour today, hav- 
ing sent thousands of the capi- 
tal's teen-agers into cheering 
fits. 


Under elaborate police guard, 


the unshorn quartet performed 
Monday night in D.C. Stadium. 
The turnstiles clicked to a total 
of 32,164 and the affair went off 
practically without incident. 


Five Ku Kluxers, proclaiming 


their objection to Beatle John 
Lennon's remarks about Chris- 
tianity, picketed the stadium. 


But the nearest thing to vio- 


lence was when a 16-year-old 
youth eluded the police cordon 
at third base, streaked to the 
bandstand at second base and 
laid a hand on three Beatles 
before being collared. He ex- 
pl.iined that he just wanted to 
touch the musicians because he 
admired them so. 


The concert, punctuated by 


pieifing cheers and screams, 
followed a news conference. 


Did Lennon feel, a newsper- 


son asked, that the Vatican had 
made him feel better, had sort 


of got him off a hot spot? This 
was a reference to a L'Osserva- 
tore Romano article saying Len- 
non had spoken of Christ with- 
out thinking, 
"offhandedly and 


not impiously." 


Lennon replied: 
"If it makes other people feel 


better, it will make me feel bet- 
ter."

LONOKE, August 12 - After 


10 years of futile attempts to 
establish striped bass, the Ar- 
kansas G & F Fisheries Divi- 
sion appears to have solved the 
riddle. 


It began in 1956, when the divi- 


sion sought to introduce the big, 
scrappy fish to Arkansas waters 
by placing adult fish obtained 
from the Carolinas in Lake Qua- 
chlta. Little evidence of success 
was found and the division made 
experimental stockings later with 
intermediate sized stripers. This 
too ended in failure. 


The division then decided to 


stock striper flngerllng - fish 
four to six inches long - But 
faced the problem of finding a 
stock of the small fish. Mary- 
lard commercial fishermen of- 
fered to sell this size fish for 
50 cents each, but the cost made 
this idea prohibitive. The fish 
would have to be hatchery rais- 
ed from the tiny egg or fry stage. 
But how? Other state G & F agen- 
cies had tried and none had been 
successful. 


Last April the division secured 


600,000 
striped bass fry from 


North Carolina, and Instead of 
placing them In troughs filled 
with running spring water - a 
practice in the past that had 
proved a mistake — the fry were 
placed in small aquariums. A 
G it F biologist then began a six- 
day, 24-hour vigil as fllteredpond 
water was circulated through the 
aquariums. A week later the fish 
had developed mouth

Banks Major 
Lenders to 
Farmers 
Arkansas banks remain a ma* 


jor source of credit and other 
financial ^services to termers in 
our state according to Thomas 
E. Hays, Sr, Vice-president, The 
First National Bank of Hope, 
who represents the Arkansas 
Bankers Association as Hemp* 
stead County Key Banker, Duf« 
ing 1965 the state's banks main- 
tained their leadership in agri- 
cultural credit services. 


Based on the 25th annual farm 


lending summary of the Agri- 
cultural Committee of The Amer- 
ican Bankers Association, Mr. 
Hays reported that at the begin- 
ning of 1966, 
Arkansas banks 


were helping farmers with $180 
million In loans, 11 per cent more . 
than a year pervious. This total 
included $103 million in pro- 
duction 
loans and $77 million 


in farm mortgages. At the same 
time, $203 million in farms loans 
was held by life insurance com- 
panies; $60 million by the Fed- 
eral Land Banks; $81 million 
by Production Credit Associa- 
tions' and $15 million in non- 
real estate loans, plus $32 mil- 
lion in real estate loans by the 
Farmers Home Adminstration. 
About 52 per cent of the produc- 
tion credit extended by leading 
institutions to Arkansas farmers 
came from banks. 


Mr. Hays said that "bankers 


in Arkansas are conscious of the 
large capital Investments requir- 
ed in agriculture today and are 
making a concerted effort through 
improved 
lending programs to 


meet these changing credit de- 
mands of the state's 
formers." 


The increased use of credit by 


farmers, according to Mr. Hays 
lias been accompanied by a sub- 
stantial gain in the total assets 
of farm femilies. Therefore, in 
the aggregate, the equity position 
of farmers, contrary to public 
opinion, is being maintained at 
a satisfactory level. Nationally, 
farm families have $212 billion 
of their own funds invested in 
agriculture. This represents 84 
per cent of the total capital re- 
quirements of farmers.

When these measures fail 


to give complete relief, cut- 
ting the phrenic nerve, which 
controls the diaphragm, usual- 
ly helps Some surgeons also 
cut the vagus nerve because 
this reduces the production of 
acid in the stomach. As a last 
resort, operative closure of 
the hernia itself may be neces- 
sar\ This results in complete 
curt- in about 85 per cent of
